Washington, D. C., Dec. 15.—While 


nothing was done with the Hay- 
.Pauncefote treaty in the senate yes- 
terday afternoon so far as positive ac- 
ition is concerned, a general agreement 
•was reached on the lines indicated by 
••.the conference, so that the treaty as 
.amended suecifically -will nullify the 
•Clayton-Bulwer treaty, will not call for 
.a joint action by the other powers, 
.and will permit this nation alone to 
•exercise military control over the can- 
.al whenever its own military defense 
:is at stake. 


This leaves but little of the origlr 


-nal treaty subject to criticism, and 
the document which Mr. Hay negotia.t- 
•ed has been Americanized to such an 
extent that it scaicely probable that 
Great Britian will give serious consid- 
eration to it, 


IKills Clayton-Buiwer Treaty. 


'The foreign committee o£ the senate 


.-at a hurried meeting adopted the com- 
posite Foraker amendment, which ab- 
rogates the Clayton-Bulwer treaty in 
.so many words, and which wipes out 
• entirely article 3 of the^ Hay treaty, 
"which invites in all the" rest of the 
"world to assist in the management of 
•.the canal. 


By striking this out the senate gives 


•jnotice to the rest of the -world that 
•ewe propose to run this ourselves. The 
other amendment is an indirect meth- 
od of abrogating the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty by saying that it is superseded 
i>y the Hay-Pan ncefote treaty, and is 
therefore no longer_binding upon the 
'United States. 


There were a good many conferences 


.among the republicans today over this 
•rather sensational turn in the consid- 
eration of the treaty, but there is no 
doubt of the popularity of the new 
amendments. 
The disposition of the 


house of representatives as well as 
the senate is to rid _the government of 
all obligations and "entanglements, di- 
Tect or implied, and then go ahead and 
•jouild the canal. 


Will Displease England, 


Such a policy will, of course, be dis- 


pleasing not only to England but to 
all of the European powers. 
If any 


other nation should take such action 
as i's proposed .today it would be a 
cause for war. 
If Germany should treat Austria or 


Xussia in that manner, or if England 
•should so mutilate a treaty 
with 


France, hostilities would begin prompt- 
ly, but, fortunately, the United States 
las 
never been admitted and has 


never sought admission to the con- 
cert of powers. 


We..-have .ways of our own of di- 


plomacy that have been offensive and 
eccentric at times, but have been tol- 
erated. 
The proposed action revok- 


ing the Clayton-Bulwer treaty with- 
out going through the formalities that 
would be expected from other nations 
•would be quite as offensive to Eng- 
land as President Cleveland's inter- 
ference in the Venezuelan controver- 
sy, and a tremendous strain upon the 
feelings of oua- English cousins, but 
it is not probable that they will offer 
either resistance or retaliation. 
It 


is more fortunate than flattering for 
the United States to have a reputation 
for rudeness. 


It takes-two to make a bargain and 


the law requires two to get rid or one, 
t>ut there is no way except war by 
which one nation can punish another 
for refusing to fill a contract.

GALE ACCOMPANIED BY THUN-

Private Dwellings Overturned by the 


Wind— Telegraph Wires Prostrated 
and Gas Tank Exploded by Electri- 
cal Discharge—Vessels Drag Their 
Anchors—No Lives Are Lost. 


San Francisco, Dec. 
15.—Reports 


from yesterday's storm are coming in 
from the outside towns but only one 
fatality, Mrs. John King, of Salinas, 
is mentioned.

San Francisco, Cal.','Dec. 15.—Wind 


of velocity almost unexampled for San 
Francisco roared through the city to- 
day and left ruin behind. Torrents of 
rain fell as the gale overturned houses, 
and, while the citizens shrunk terror- 
stricken within doors, believing a 
cloudburst was 
upon them, 
forked 


lightning illuminated the black clouds 
and the darkened city. Several bolts 
of lightning struck buildings, causing 
considerable damage—a thing almost 
unknown in the city. One bolt struck 
an electric car that was filled with 
school children. All the little pas- 
sengers escaped injury. 
In Berkeley 


St. Matthew's Episcopal church was 
demolished. During the height of the 
storm several houses were overturned 
by the wind, fences were blown down 
and other damage done. One of 
the 


great receiving tanks of the San Fran- 
cisco Gas and Electric company was 
struck by lightning, the gas taking 
fire. No one was hurt in the explosion, 
but tb,e tank was completely demol- 
ished-,' During the storm this city was 
entirely cut off from telegraphic 'com- 
munication with the rest of the world, 
the 'Western Union and Postal .Tele- 
graph companies losing every wire out

EX-PRES. HARRISON SPEAKS ON 


THE CONSTITUTION. 


Says Taxes in Porto Rico and the Phil- 


ippines Must Be Uniform with the 
Taxes of Other Parts o( the United 
States — Makes Some Direct State- 
ments. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Dec. 15. — .Ev-Pres- 


ident Benjamin -Harrison, in an ad- 
dress here last night, declared that 
the Philippine Islands and Porto Rico 
are a part of the United States and 
that the constitution extended to them 
in spite of any treaties or congression- 
al legislation. To levy taxes in Porto 
Rico that are not uniform with taxes 
in other parts of the United States, 
according to the former President, is 
to deny that Porto Rico is a part of 
the United) States. He said that while 
some people declare that the sound of 
Dewey's guns in Manila bay heralded 
a. new mission for this country, to him 
it seemed better to let it herald the 
same old mission, sounded by the guns 
of Washington. 
Mr. Harrison spoke 


under the aivspices of the Lecture asso- 
ciation of the University of Michigan, 
and 3,000 people heard and applauded. 
He began his' lecture 'by disposing, 
in a few words, of the contention that 
either Porto Rico or the Philippines 
might not be a part 
of the United 


States. In fact, the subject of his lec- 
ture, "The 'Status of Annexed Terrri- 
tory and of Its Free Civilized Inhab- 
itants," shewed that he took the -for- 
mer part of 'his subject as practically 
for granted. 


He disclaimed any intention of mak- 


ing legal . or anything but a popular 
discussion of his 
subject. He 
said' 


that recent annexation of territory by 
the United States was somewhat out 
of line with American history; that 
heretofore lard had been annexed that 
was contiguous, except Alaska, 
and 


even that was contiguous in the sense 
of being close.

er-in-law, F. P. Erdmer, who held the 
rank of lieutenant of the fatuous South 
African Light Horse, in the Boer war. 
He is now in London, but will soon 
leave for the United States, and while 
in Janesville may be induced to give 
a lecture on the South African troub- 
les, from the standpoint o£ an actual 
participant. 


Mr. Erdmer lived at Kliptani, forty 


miles west of Kimberley, and was in- 
terested in the gold mines as a min- 
ing engineer. The Boers Burned his 
house and gave him but a fe\r hours 
in which to remove 'his property. Af- 
ter this unpleasant episode he joined 
the South African Light Horse, and 
was with Gen. Buller in every en- 
gagement in which that general took 
an active part. 


He, with another 'member of the 


Light Horse, were the first to enter 
Ladysmith after the siege was raised. 
He lay behind a dead -horse on Spion 
Kop from 4 a. m. till 5 p. m., anl while 
there wrote a letter to -his friends in 
America; thinking it most unlikely 
he would get out of 
the 
terrible 


slaughter alive. The 'letter was writ- 
ten in -both Boer and English, so that 
there would be no 'mistake in forward- 
ing. Once he looked up over the ram- 
part of the <lead horse and received 
two bullets through his hat. During 
the. engagement three horses were 
shot under him. 


Of this troop of 1,200 gallant fel- 


lows, members of the South African 
Light Horse, there ore but flfty-seven 
survivors of the rank and file, and four 
officers. This is the good material on 
which the war' demon feeds. 


Mr. Erdmer did _aot win -his maid- 


en, spurs in Africa, having «been ser- 
geant-major of troop A, 2nd TJ. S. cav- 
alry, stationed at Fort Wingate. Six 
years ago he went to the dark conti- 
nent. Although but twenty-nine years 
of age he has seen and experienced 
more than many 
an 
octogenarian. 


His life reads like that of a crusader. 


He expects to be in Janesville about 


Christmas and will be the guest of his 
"brother-in-law, H. C. Dreyer. From 
here toe will go to his old home at 
Mieral Point. 


Mr. Dreyer has a clipping from a 


Cape Town paper, containing a frag- 
ment of Gen. Buller's speech, deliv- 
ered in that city on Nov. 1, in which 
he pays the Light Horse as band- 
some a'tribute as a commanding of- 
ficer can pay the. men who have fought 
and bled with aim. Praise from that 
grim, war-scarred veteran is not eas- 
ily won, nor should it be lightly es- 
teemed.

exander Galbraith took first prize with 
his horse, Laminated Steel; also first 
prize in the Suffolk punch class, with 
Lord Kitchener; and third prize in 
another class, with Cloth of Gold.

The Frenchwoman declares that the 


English woman is niasculinei It is a 


• mistake. The British matron and maid 


are as gentle and womanly as any of 
the sex. The Frenchwoman asserts 
that Mme. English walks with a man- 
nlsli stride. The lively, artistic Gallic 
Imagination supplies the rest, and th« 
statement Is freely made that English 
ladies are uncouthly mannish in their 
ways and aspirations, very poor imita- 
tions of men in the bargain. 


The real truth is that when you know 


her as she Is you find there Js no more 
refined, lovable, agreeable lady on the 
earth than the well bred English wo- 
man. 


The adjective "well bred" applies in 


a wide sense too. Housemaids and

shopgirls speuk to you in the soft, mu- 
sical rones of n cultivated person, even 


. when they murder their grammar and 


dislocate their b's, tones that many a 
transatlantic millionairess envies and 
Imitates in vain. Even if the English 
womjiu feels tbat dreadfully burning 
curiosity as to your age and whether 
you hare dentist's teetli and who calls 
ou you and how late he stnys, likewise 
what you paid Cor things, she rjoes not 
boldly and coarsely ask you point blank 
about these matters so vital to uer well 
being, but quietly though firmly eu- 
deavors to flnd it out behind your back. 
For this let us give her due credit. 


Another characteristic of the English 


woman which the French ridicule Is 
her teeth. Through some curious va- 
gary of heredity now lost in the ob- 
scurity of overlying agos many Britons 
of both sexes really have long, promi- 
nent and rathc-r irregular front teeth. 
The French caricaturist makes the 
most of this and calls the Englishman 
"Mr. John Bull of the long tooth," The 
blemish is of course . more noticeable 


I among women than men because of 


the greater delicacy of feminine fea- 
tures. Yet, as if na1 jre meant In some 
way to make up for this unkindness, 
she has sprinkled fine .complexions 
more liberally in fJreat Britain, alike In 
England, Scotland and Ireland, than iti 
France or America. They are not ei- 
ther of the rnddj, apple cheeked varie- 
ty that we ari! accustomed in our 
minds to associate with English wom- 
en. It is true thnt many British wom- 
en are stout and rosy, but not the aver- 
age of them. The prettiest girls I saw 
In England wero the ycung shop wom- 
en and nurses. They arc tall, graceful 
nnd slender, with low, musical voices. 
In particular I never wearied of look- 
Ing at the daz-zlingly clean nurses in 
their neat and pretty uniforms. 


The English nurse's street uniform Is- 


BO tasteful and becoming that I won- 
der all womankind does not adopt it 
(or outdoor wear in a city. Hundreds 
of these attractive looking girls had 
beautiful skin, white ratlier than rud- 
dy, and they presented often a delicate, 
almost fragile, appearance that was 
surprising after all we have been told 
of the healthy look of the English wo- 
man. As an actual, fact she is not as 
robust looking today as the American. 


The British woman, like her sex the 


civilized world over, is In a curious 
transition state. It Is altogether more 
common for women to smoke ciga- 
rettes in Great Britain than In Ameri- 
ca. Yet the English woman is apt to 
be quite scandalized at the shortness 
of the American woman's bicycle skirt, 
though one would' think a lady who 
could go in for tobacco smoking would 
not be shocked even at knickerbockers, 
but so It Is. There Is no accounting for 
taste. 


The wave of feminine progress now 


•weeping through the world is mani- 
festly shoving our English sister for- 
ward upon its crest. In 1882, when 1 
visited London the first time, no ladies 
would ride ou top of an omnibus except 
Americans, who defied precedent mid 
prejudice. Now quite as many British 
women, old and youug, ride on top ns 
Inside, climbing up tlie steep anrl clum- 
sy stairs and skipping on and off the 
moving vehicles with an agility limit- 
ed only by their tlresoniely long skirts. 


For another thing English women 


are really not so mad over clothes and 
fashion.1! as Americans or French 
which Is grently to their credit. Thi: 
to me is one of the most hopeful nn< 
promising of Indications nmong Brltisl 
wonaea. 
Not Spending their time s< 


much/over foolery which perishes so'' 


soon as It is made, their minds are 
freer to receive matters of genuine 
moment. There are a few Indy physi- 
cians in regular practice In the isles, 
nut not uiiiny. 
The solid old British 


ooiisevvatism is bard to melt. 
1 only 


heard of anw woman lawyer. 


In the ordinary ranks of Industrial 


employment, however, there are pro- 
portionately at least four times as 
•many women engaged as in the United 
States. They are at the head of tiny 
circulating libraries, small tobacco and 
ale shops, retail stores .".nil every sort 
of little pin and needle businesses. 


In the larger' establishments find 


good paying enterprises, however, the? 
are not found, except as poorly remu- 
nerated hirelings. In the British post- 
office department it must be mentioned 
that there are no less than 14,000 wom- 
en employees. 


In one respect Great Britain resem- 


bles the United States, and that is that 
there Is no peasant type of woman. It 
Is the only country I have visited in 
Europe of which this is true. In all 
the rest there Is a broad, short, 'clumsy 
style of woman that endures from gen- 
eration to generation, a kind bred by 
long labor in the fields. It Is odd to 
note that even when these come to 
America their daughters and grand- 
daughters draw out tall and slim and 
graceful. The same evolution seeing in 
a great measure to have taken place in 
England. 


There are apparently about four wo- 


men to every man in England. Noth- 
ing impresses an American m^re oddly 
'than this. 
One evening nt n social 


gathering I noted nine womon and one 
man. 
A few evenings afterward I was 


nt another place where there were sev- 
en women and one man. In the towns 
of the Islands tins discrepancy Is most 
notable. 
The young men so soon as 


they are okl enough tilt away to Lon- 
don or to the colonies to.enter active 
life. The young women stay at borne. . 


The disparity In the sexes works 


against women quite as much as for 
her. While on the one baud she Is 
forced into paying occupations to earn 
her living, on the other hand, because 
men are so scarce, she comes to ideal- 
ize and look up to them quite beyond 
their merits. The hero in "Patience,:1 
with 40 women upon their knees, their 
hands clasped, gazing up into his face 
with adoration and appeal, naturally 
took his rise In England. Women will 
defer to their clergyman ns though he 
were n demigod, not because lie Is any- 
thing in the least uncommon, but be- 
cause men are scarce. 


In the average English family half n 


dozen daughters are as nobodies, the 
one son is all in all. Everything must 
be done for him, no pains or expense 
must be spared ou his education, 
though the girls go without any. Men 
are petted and waited on by women be- 
yond all reason. A woman of the lower 
middle clnss considers it degrading to 
her husband to clean his own boots, 
but not degrading to her to clean them

for him, and she does it if they have no 
servant. I do uot understand how a 
man can have any respect for the wo- 
man wbo cleans his boots, even thougli 
she is married to him. 


The result of this spoiling and petting 


by women Is that many otherwise thor- 
oughly sensible Englishmen become In- 
sufferable cads. However highly the 
Briton esteems his women folk morally, 
he has rather slight respect for theiu 
intellectually, that, too, though English 
women are nobly endowed mentally. T 
speak now of the average British mas- 
culine. Of course there are many ex- 
ceptions. English women themselves 
are much to blame for the sublime self 
conceit of the men of their nation, a 
conceit which current events are at 
present happily knocking out of them 
to some extent. 


Upon a woman's burial tablet in a 


certain famous English abbey I read 
this inscription:

The tlay of chotip chromos anti priuts 
lias passed, for the magazines aucl pa- 
pers uo\v make it a point to reproduce 
many of the finest works of an, aiifl 
these nifty be had for the price of the; 
paper, so that it is only a matter oi' 
mounting and framing for one to have 
choice subject oil his walls. 
Still it 


must -be confessed that the framing oE 
a picture is expensive, and even if this 
can be done at home the molding sold 
by the foot for .frames costs quite a lit- 
tle unless an inferior molding is pur- 
chased, and this is rarely satisfactory 
when finished. 


In the children's room, however, there 


Is a way of arranging the pictures un- 
trained which is quite simple and inex- 
pensive. 
Take two strips o£ narrow 


molding such as is used for the fin- 
ish of shelves. Place these about a 
foot apart at a convenient range for 
the Atiildrcn's inspection. Mount your 
pictures on cardboard a foot wide and 
Blip them between the moldings. Aa 
fast as tone becomes soiled or a better 
subject is found replace with another 
picture. The interest for the children 
•will seem to increase with each new 
addition, and if one is careful in the 
selection .and gives some little'sketch 
of the -work and the artist they will 
prove quite a source of education for 
little folks.

<ures is quite inexpensive and may 
easily be done at home. 
Formerly a 


mat over 'the picture as a margin was 
•considered necessary, but there is no 
need of one with the present style of 
framing, where the molding frames the 
picture without margin.

zine or paper, :it should flrst be smooth- 
ly Ironed on the back, with a warm 
Iron, then mounted on some heavy 
cardboard: the 'Cover of a pasteboard 
box will answer. Paste it lightly at 
the four corners only, and get at the 
glazier's a piece of glass cut the sami; 
«ize as the picture. Put this,over the 
picture and" behind It place another 
piece of pasteboard of the same sizo. 
The three pieces, glass, picture ana 
pasteboard are then to be pasted to- 
gether around the edges, with a tough 
thin psper, that mny be purchased at 
any 
framing establishment 
and is 


manufactured 
for tlie purpose, al- 


though any paper that is thin, tough 
and pliabS« will answer. 


Cut two narrow strips of thin cam- 


bric about half an inch wide and an 
Inch long, fold them over two small 
brass rings, paste them at the back 
on each side of the picture, run a wire 
picture cord through them and they 
we ready for hanging.—Household.
